AMENDMENT  1  TO  B.  A.  I.  ORDER  367  (REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE 
APPRAISEMENT  OF  AND  COMPENSATION  FOR  TUBERCULOUS,  PARA- 
TUBERCULOUS,  AND  BANG'S  DISEASE  REACTING  CATTLE  CON- 
DEMNED AND  DESTROYED  IN  THE  CONTROL  AND  ERADICATION 
OF  TUBERCULOSIS,  PARATUBERCULOSIS,  AND  BANG'S  DISEASE  OF 
ANIMALS) 

Effective  on  and  after  August  17,  1938

Office  of  the  Secretary. 
Under  the  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the 
regulations  governing  the  appraisement  of  and  compensation  for  tuberculous 
paratuberculous,  and  Bang's  disease  reacting  cattle  condemned  and  destroyed 
in  the  control  and  eradication  of  tuberculosis,  paratuberculosis,  and  Bang's  dis- 
ease of  animals,  issued  under  date  of  June  25,  1.938,  and  effective  July  1,  1938, 
are  hereby  amended  in  the  following  particulars : 

Section  2,   regulation  2,   is  amended  to  read   as  follows: 
Regulation  2.  Section  2.  For  cattle  condemned  and  destroyed  on  account  of 
tuberculosis  or  paratuberculosis,  or,  after  May  1,  1939,  on  account  of  Bang's 
disease,  no  payment  shall  exceed  the  amount  paid  or  to  be  paid  by  the  State, 
Territory,  county,  and  municipality  where  the  animal  is  condemned. 

Section  6,  regulation  4,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Regulation  4.  Section  6.  No  payment  will  be  made  for  any  cattle  condemned 
and  destroyed  on  account  of  tuberculosis  or  paratuberculosis,  or,  after  May  1, 
1939,  on  account  of  Bang's  disease,  except  in  cooperation  with  the  State,  Terri- 
tory, county,  or  municipality  where  the  animal  is  condemned ;  and  no  such  pay- 
ment shall  exceed  the  amount  paid  or  to  be  paid  by  such  cooperating  State, 
Territory,  county  and  municipality. 

This  amendment,  which  for  the  purpose  of  identification  is  designated  as 
Amendment  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  367,  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  August  17 
1938.
